VITAL  AND  MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. 

According  to  the  Returns  received  from  the  Registrar,  the  number 
of  births  registered  in  the  Beverley  Urban  Sanitary  District  during  the 
12  months  ending  31st  December,  1898,  was  416  : 235  males  and  181 
females,  showing  a birth  rate  of  31  •!  per  1,000  per  annum.  The  num- 
ber of  births  registered  during  the  three  previous  years  was  424  in 
1897,  428  in  1896,  and  398  in  1895.  The  increase  of  births  over  deaths, 
representing  the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  was  166  in  1898, 
187  in  1897,  179  in  1896,  and  130  in  1895. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  1898  was  250 : 
229  in  the  Borough  and  21  in  the  Workhouse,  as  against  a total  of 
237  in  the  previous  twelve  months  and  an  average  of  244  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years. 

The  annual  death  rate  from  all  causes  for  the  year  under  notice 
was  18'7  per  1,000  of  a population  of  13,350  of  all  ages,  the  official 
estimated  population  to  the  month  of  April,  1898,  residing  in  3,279 
houses,  this  being  four  persons  to  each  inhabited  house. 

The  average  density  of  population  for  1898  is  estimated  at  11  per- 
sons per  acre.  The  density  of  population  of  the  33  largest  towns  in  England 
ranges  from  8-3  in  Huddersfield  to  97-3  persons  per  acre  in  Liverpool. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  is  estimated  at  £47,532,  divided 
amongst  the  Parishes  as  follows  ; —

The  infantile  mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion  of  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age  to  births  registered,  was  170  jier  1,000. 

During  the  years  1895,  1896,  and  1897  the  proportion  of  deaths  to 
registered  births  was  211,  157,  and  153  per  1,000  respectively. 

The  average  infantile  mortality  for  the  last  four  years  was  172 
per  1,000,  which  is  much  too  high  for  a town  like  Beverley,  where 
pure  milk  should  be  so  easily  obtained,  and  where  overcrowding  does 
not  exist  to  anything  like  the  same  extent  as  in  large  cities.

The  mortality  for  the  year  was  again  below  the  average,  that  of 
children  under  5,  and  persons  over  65  years  of  age  forming  64  per  cent, 
of  the  total. 

The  mortality  from  Diseases  of  the  Eespiratory  Organs  was  below, 
whilst  that  of  consumption  w’as  the  average. 

Owing  to  successive  outbreaks  of  Influenza,  Diarrhoea,  and 
Typhoid  Fever,  which  accounted  for  32  deaths,  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1898  could  not  be  considered  good,  although  the 
death  rate  was  only  the  average  of  the  last  five  years. 

The  most  gratifying  feature  of  this  Eeport  is  the  fall  in  the 
average  general  death  rate  during  the  last  five  years.  It  has  fallen 
4 per  1000  as  compared  with  the  previous  five,  and  2 per  1000  as 
compared  wdth  the  fifteen  years  from  1874  to  1888. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  has  increased  during  the  past  fifteen 
years.  The  mortality  from  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  during  the 
last  ten  years  is  nearly  double  that  of  the  preceding  ten,  whilst  that  of 
Scailet  Fevei  has  considerably  diminished.  Of  course,  the  mean 
Zymotic  death  rate  of  these  diseases  is  not  of  great  value,  as  a serious 
outbreak  of  any  one  of  them,  may  temporarily  raise  the  Zymotic 
mortality  of  a town  under  the  best  Sanitary  administration.  It  is  only 
the  persistent  and  high  mortality  of  such  diseases  as  Enteric  Fever, 


DiarrhcEa,  Diphtheria  and  Phthisis,  that  points  to  the  bad  sanitary 
condition  of  the  town  or  district  in  which  they  exist. 

The  death  rate  from  Diarrhoea  during  the  last  ten  years  is  about 
30  per  cent,  higher  than  the  permissible  one.  Nearly  80  per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  occur  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  the  principal 
cause  of  this  mortality  being  improper  feeding.  I would  suggest  to 
your  Coininittee  the  advisability  of  giving  instructions  to  the  Printer  of 
the  Corporation  to  print  and  distribute  hand-bills,  not  later  than  the 
first  of  July,  similar  to  those  printed  and  circulated  in  1897. 

The  mortality  from  Diphtheria  for  the  past  five  years  is  more  than 
double  the  permissible  one,  although  you^will  notice  that  no  death  was 
recorded  from  this  disease  during  1898. 

The  death  rate  from  Consumption  during  the  last  fifteen  years 
has  remained  stationary,  and  is  not  too  high  by  comparison. 

The  decided  fall  in  the  mortality  of  Typhoid  Fever  during  the  last 
five  years  may  Ije  taken  as  an  evidence  of  the  improved  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Borough,  and  is,  in  a great  measure,  owing  to  the 
introduction  of  systematic  night-soil  collection. 

When  we  consider  that  during  the  two  quinquennial  periods,  from 
1881  to  1893,  thirty-five  persons  died  in  each  period  from  Typhoid 
Fever  as  compared  with  thirteen  in  the  quinquennial  period  from 
1891  to  1898,  or  nearly  in  the  proportion  of  three  to  one,  there  is 
reason  for  congratulation  on  the  part  of  your  Committee;  and  when 
the  private  drainage  of  the  town  is  properly  trapped,  and  the  sewers 
efficiently  flushed,  we  may  confidently  expect  another  fall  in  the 
death  rate  from  this  disease,  although  at  present  the  rate  is  l:)elow  what 
is  called  the  permissible  or  unavoidable  one.

DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  SYSTEM. 

These  diseases,  other  than  Consumption,  caused  30  deaths  as 
againsi  31  in  the  previous  year,  38  in  1896,  and  37  in  1895.  The 
death  rate  was  2-2  per  1,000. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  NERVOUS  SYSTEM. 

Nineteen  deaths  were  recorded  under  this  heading  due  to 
Apoplexy,  Convulsions,  and  Meningitis. 

DEVELOPMENTAL  DISEASES. 

These  diseases  caused  34  deaths,  17  being  due  to  old  age,  12  to 
premature  birth,  and  3 to  senile  gangrene. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  CIRCULATORY  SYSTEM. 

Twenty-three  deaths  occurred  under  the  above  heading  as  against 
22  in  the  previous  year. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  DISEASES. 

Forty-six  deaths  were  due  to  the  above  causes,  11  of  these  being 
cancer  and  22  consumption. 


INQUESTS. 

Thirteen  inquests  \vere  held  during  the  year  as  compared  with  12 
in  1897,  14  in  1896,  and  14  in  1895. 

PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  one  persons  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  Pul)lic  Baths  in  Ladygate  during  the  year. 

The  deficit  on  the  year’s  account  amounted  to  £41  : 16  : 9.

FEVER. 

This  term  includes  the  three  forms — ^Typhus,  Typhoid,  and 
Simple  Continued  Fever.  The  number  of  cases  notified  under  the 
above  heading  was  31 — Typhoid  Fever  29 — and  Simple  Continued 
Fever  2 — Five  of  the  Typhoid  Fever  cases  died,  giving  a mortality  of 
17 ’2  per  cent,  on  the  cases  notified. 


TYPHOID  FEVER. 

These  cases  occurred  in  26  Households  in  three  of  which  there 
were  multiple  cases.  One  of  the  infected  houses  had  no  drainage,  and 
on  applying  the  smoke  test  to  the  drainage  of  the  remaining  houses  it 
was  found  that  19  were  well  drained  and  the  remaining  6 were 
deficient  in  that  respect.  The  water  supply  of  these  houses  was — 
Public  pumps,  11;  Private  pumps,  8;  Waterworks  water,  5;  and 
Pumps  and  Waterworks  water,  2;  where  any  suspicion  pointed  to 
water  as  the  cause  of  the  disease  it  was  chemically  analysed  and 
invariably  found  to  be  pure.  In  the  autumn  of  dry  seasons  Typhoid 
Fever  generally  appears  in  certain  localities  of  the  Borough,  such  as 
Walkergate,  Keldgate,  Wilbert  Lane,  East  side  of  Grovehill  Eoad, 
Sloe  Lane,  &c.  &c.

The  permissive  or  unavoidable  death  rate  from  this  disease  is  0‘2 

per  1,000  per  annum. 
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Owing  to  the  notification  of  these  cases  the  following  Sanitary 
precautions  were  enabled  to  be  taken  : — 

Isolation  was  carried  out  as  far  as  it  was  possible  to  do 
so  in  four-roomed  cottages,  where  most  of  the  cases 
occurred. 

Disinfectants  were  freely  distributed,  and  pails  for  the 
collection  of  the  dejecta  from  the  patients  were 
supplied  and  emptied  daily. 

Each  household  was  likewise  supplied  with  a handbill 
giving  concise  instructions  regarding  the  nature  of 
the  disease,  isolation,  and  disinfection. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Thirteen  cases  of  the  above  disease  were  reported  during  the  year, 
two  proving  fatal. 


MEASLES. 

Four  deaths  were  registered  from  Measles  as  against  2 in  1897 
and  2 in  1899. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Four  deaths  were  due  to  Whooping  Cough  as  against  6 in  1897 
and  6 in  1896. 
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DIPHTHERIA  AND  CROUP. 

Five  cases  of  tlie  above  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
none  of  which  proved  fatal.

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SANITATION. 

Every  house  in  which  infectious  disease  is  notified  is  visited,  but 
there  is  no  systematic  inspection  of  the  district  as  required  under 
Sect.  92  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

A house-to-house  inspection  of  the  Borough  ought  to  be  made 
every  few  years,  and  all  sanitary  defects  found  should  be  immediately 
remedied. 

Under  this  heading  I desire  to  point  out  to  your  Committee  that 
tlie  drainage  of  a large  number  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  is  defective, 
owing  to  want  of  proper  trapping.  The  drains  of  these  houses  are 
trapped  by  the  old  brick  catchpits,  which  are  utterly  valueless  as  traps, 
and  only  serve  for  the  collection  of  decaying  filth,  the  production  of 
foul  smells,  and  the  dissemination  of  disease.  These  catchpits  ought 
to  be  abolished,  and  replaced  by  sanitary  gullies. 

The  drainage  of  25  per  cent,  of  the  houses  in  which  Typhoid  Fever 
occurs  is  defective,  through  want  of  proper  trapping. 

The  slaughter-houses  are  systematically  visited,  and  so  are  the 
lodging-houses. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  markets  have  been  regularly  inspected,  but  no  meat,  fish, 
fruit,  or  vegetables  have  been  condemned  during  the  year  as  unfit  for 
food.  Samples  should  be  periodically  taken  under  this  Act  and  sub- 
mitted for  analysis. 


FLUSHING,  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  DISINFECTANTS. 

Disinfectants  are  Ireely  and  gratuitous!}^  distributed  to  all  who 
require  them,  and,  when  necessary,  house  drains  are  flushed  daily  with 
disinfectants,  especially  in  households  attacked  with  Enteric  Fever. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

The  question  of  the  establishment  of  an  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  in  the  Borough  has  been  several  times  under  discussion  in 
} oui  Committee,  but  nothing  definite  has  yet  been  determined  on. 
Should  Small-pox  become  more  prevalent — as  the  great  majority  of 
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medical  men  believe — owin^  to  the  operation  of  the  recent  Vaccination 
Act,  it  will  he  more  necessary  than  ever  that  a town  like  Beverley 
should  be  possessed  of  a Hospital  where  isolation  can  he  properly 
carried  out.  For  whatever  difference  of  opinion  there  may  he  as  to  the 
efficacy  of  vaccination,  there  can  be  none  as  regards  prompt  and 
efficient  isolation  being  the  best  means  of  dealing  with  an  outbreak  of 
this  disease. 


COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

At  present  there  are  four  registered  houses  in  the  Borough, 
affording  accommodation  for  160  lodgers.  The  cubical  space  allowed 
for  each  individual  is  three  hundred  cubic  feet.  Two  of  the  houses 
have  been  recently  built  and  are  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  they 
serve.  The  other  two  are  old,  the  rooms  small,  ill-ventilaced,  and 
badly  lighted,  rendering  them  unsuitable  for  the  purpose  of  lodging 
houses. 

These  houses  are  regularly  and  carefully  inspected  by  Superintendent 
Knight,  and  there  was  no  overcrowding  or  case  of  infectious  disease  in 
any  of  them  during  the  year.

TYPHOID  FEYER. 

The  following  Table  gives  the  number  of  cases,  locality,  number  of  cases  in  household,  month  in  which  the  disease 
occurred,  occupation,  water  supply,  milk  supply,  and  result  of  smoke  test  of  drains. 
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Report  of  Mr.  Tom  Watson,  on  the  Dairies,  Cow-sheds,  and 
Milk-shops  in  the  Borough. 

I have  made  a monthly  inspection  of  all  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds, 
&c.  within  the  Borough,  and  taking  them  generally  they  are  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  year,  I have  had  the  Drainage  of  several  of  the  Cow- 
sheds altered  in  accoi'dance  with  the  regulations.  There  ai'e  several 
more  I shall  have  attended  to  during  the  summer  months. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  62  Cowkeepers  or  Milksellers  within 
the  Borough,  an  increase  of  4 from  the  previous  year  and  273  Cows, 
an  increase  of  11. 

I may  add  that  a quantity  of  Milk  comes  into  the  Town  from 
districts  outside  the  Borough,  and  the  premises  from  which  these 
supplies  come  are  under  no  regulations. 


Annual  Report  of  Mr.  Tom  Watson,  Veterinary  Inspector,  on 
the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act. 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Contagious  Diseases 
(Animals)  within  the  Borough,  during  the  past  year. 

I am  pleased  to  state  that  at  the  present  time  the  Town  is  quite 
free  from  any  Contagious  Disease,  Swine  Fever  being  the  only  trouble 
we  have  had  to  contend  with,  of  which  at  present  there  ai’e  no  cases 
within  the  Borough. 

During  1898,  16  cases  of  suspected  Swine  Fever  were  reported ; 
upon  investigation  only  three  of  these  were  genuine  outbreaks,  which 
necessitated  the  slaughter  of  eight  animals. 

JiJy  order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  the  “ Fail’s  and  Markets 
Order”  of  1896  was  withdrawn  on  the  26th  of  May,  1898,  and  on  the 
27th  of  May,  1898,  a new  order  came  into  force,  called  the  “ Swine 
Fevei'  (Movement)  Order  ” of  1898,  which  threw  open  the  Markets  for 
the  sale  of  any  description  of  swine,  and  which  allowed  them  to  be 
moved  about  the  Country  with  a License.  This  innovation  I am 
pleased  to  state  was  not  followed  by  any  increase  in  the  number  of 
outbreaks  of  the  disease,  as  may  be  proved  by  comparison  with  the 
previous  year. 

1897 —  3 outbreaks  necessitating  the  slaughter  of  15  animals. 

1898 —  3 outbreaks  necessitating  the  slaughter  of  8 animals. 

From  June  1st  to  December  31st,  1898,  there  were  nearly  2,300 
pigs  jiasse.l  through  the  Borough  Market  free  of  disease,  with  one 
exception.  This  shows  a great  increase  compared  'vvith  the  previous 
_>ear,  and  with  a corresponding  decrease  of  out-broaks  of  Swine  Fever, 
and  shows  that  this  disease  is  not  so  prevalent  as  in  former  years.
